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Laos. 

The President and his Advisers have been in conference almost 
all day. I have now learnt that the decision has been taken in 
principle to send United States forces to Thailand subject to the 
agreement of the Thai Government which is now being sought. The 
moves will be described as precautionary and the objectives of the 
United States Government will be stated as unchanged, i.e. the 
re-establishment of the cease-fire and. the creation of a Laotian 
Government of National Unity. 

2. I shall be seeing Harriman later this evening and will 
telegraph again if there is anything substantial to add. As I 
understand it there is no intention of United States troops entering 
Laos in the present circumstances.
